.Since 1967, the National Center for Education Statistics has cooperated with the 
Division of Adult Education of the Bureau of Adult and Occupatipnal Education to 
prepare annual summary jreports on adult education pi;ograms sponsored under provisions 
of Public Law 91-230. as amended/ * , ' , 

Tliis is the seventh in the series of these reports and. like the others, is based upon 
annual reports on adult education activines submitted t(S> 'the U.S. Office of Education 
(OE) by each State, the District of Columbia, and participating outlying ^reas. 
Each report presents statistics oon adult basic and secondary level education 
enrollments, sti^dent characteristics, completions, separations, teachers, classroom 
facilities, and inservice training of teachers and other staff members*. To facilitate 
comparisons, table formats have been made as cqn^^pMf^tas possible with th(5se of prior 
years. Tlais publication includes a summary table covering fiscal years 1970 to 19^4 and 
25 detatTTa^les on fiscal year 1974 programs (the periods from July If 1973* to June 
30. 1974). ' ' • ■ 

Differing State-laws and practices on the collection of data prevented some, States from 
reporting specific items, eadi table so affected shows the total enrollment, a nonclassified 
total, and a total of those enrbllees whom the States could classify by specific category. 
In editing the forms. NCES made eveVy attempt to recqricile discrepancies within report 
forms.'SLich as slight differenees«between totals for participants by alge groupings and by 
locauon at which courses were held. Wliere telephone and other contacts could not ^ 
reconcile those differences, the actual figures the States reported were fetained and 
indicated by an|isteristk ' * '

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INTRODUCTION

the adult basic education programs administered by 
the y.S. Office bf Education were established under 
the Adult Education, Act of 1966. 'Bus program offers 
to person? 16 years* of.age and older the opportunity 
to overcome English-language difficulties and attain 
reading, writing, and computational skills through the- 
*12th-grade levej of cqmpeteace. The program also 
offers students the opportunity to acquire a high 
school diploma. 

Adult basic education programs-estabhshed in and 
operated by each of the. 50 States, the District of 
Columbia, and 5 outlying areas^-are funded, in part,« 
by, grants frohi the Office of Education. To participate 
in the programs, each State or other area except the 
Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands mu|t provided at 
least 10 percent of program co5l6 and_ retain total 
"responsibihtj; for planning, supervisor services, 
teacher training^ curriculum development, e,valuation,^ 
an(^ all essential services for enroUees throught the 12th * 
grade. In fiscal year 1974, each State, the District 
Columbia,vand 5 outlying areas^ conducted adult basic^ 
and secondary level education programs. As a 
(Convention, the United States together with the 
outlying areas are termed "aggregate United States." 

The Office of Education also awards grants to 
schools, colleges, universities, and pubhc and private 
nonprofit Organizations for special projects and 
teacher-training pr9jects. The act also authorizes direct 
contracts with institutions and organizations to 
develop new teacher-training techniques.^ 
^ Most of the data were compiled from the annual 
program report (see appendftt) submitted by each State 
or othcj" areaf Data are preSented fdr the aggregate 
United States ^and each' State and other,, area. While 
'attempts^ were made to^compare fiscal year 1974 data"^ 
with, those of previous years, revisions in the report 
form limited the comparisons.' 



The 1972 change lowering the. minimum ,age of 
students served from 18 to 16 years complicated 
, comparisons betwee^i data for the 1970-74 period and 
those for earlier 5-year periods. Also changed were race 
or ethnic grou()ings and the definition of grade 
' equivalents for the three instructional levels. 
Researchers analyzing t,rends should note these 
changes. » ^ ♦ 

AlthoiJgh teacher-training and special projects are 
part of the ^dylt basic education program activities, 
data were obtained from approved grant awards, not 
fronf the ahual report form. * 



*0n June 30, 1969, the minimum age limitation was 
reduced from 18 to 16 yeaifs by the Vocational Education 
* Amendments of 1968. The collection instrument included the 
new minimum for the first time for fiscal year 1971.

Teacher-Training Projects 

In fiscal year 1974, $3,434,720 ^was allocated to 
support inservice and presfrvice training.' opportunities* 
for 29,809 teachers, teacher trainers, counselors, 
paraprofessionals, and administ/ators. For theseC r9 
national training grants were awarded. Ten other 
/projects were designed to increase the regional staff 
' development capability. 

Several national teacher^training projects airned to 
provide inservice training with current^ techniques and 
curriculums . in teaching adult basic and -secondary 
educatiop^ students. Program priorities fof training 
adult education personnel included: 

(1) national adult education staff development 
programs for establishing more effective means 
of providing quality inservice education for 
adult education personnel while *at the same 
time developing more effective systenis of 
preservlce education; 

(2) adult education programs for cultyral and ethnic 
understanding, directed toward providing 
leadership development fo'r representatives of 
minority groups and sensitizing Jeachers and 
administrators to the needs and values of 
culturally and ethnically different adults', and 

(3) suppoft programs faV national adult education 
program staff development, designed to provide 
direct support fo the national adult education 
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staff .development program*and provide serv- 
, • ices that cannot feasibly te implemented Ijy 
the'^imiividual regional staff development proj- 
ects. / 

Programs for training adult-education personnel 
. includfe'd: a project designed to increase lithnic and 
cultural awareness among acfult-education administra* 
tors, teacher trainers, university adult education per- 
' sonnel, and local program directors,' a project con- 
,cemed with conducting training for adult education 
personnel in . the trainirfg bf community volunteer 
tutors and in the establishment of volunteer adult 
basic education tutorial programs, and a project de- 
signed to develop, demcffistrate, and refine a futuristic 
participatory planning process and to develop' and 
disseminate some alternative national goals anc) strate- 
gics which will liave an impact on the educatiopal 
and learning opportunities for adults throughout the 
' 1970*sand 1980*s. 

Special Projects 

A total of nearlji $6.6 million was awarded in 
fiscal year 1974 to support 57 special experimental 
demonstration projects. 

The major t>urpose of those projects was to assist 
State agencifes to develop more effective adult educa- 
tioA programs^ by demonstrating innovative practices, 
systems, and rpaterials on a pilot basis. Effective 
models and products were then validated and dissemi- 
nated to State and loqal agencies tcT be jecommended 
for use where appropriate. 

Public and private educational agencies and uni- 
versities also conducted special experifnental demon- 
stration projects in fiscal year 1974. Program priori* 
ties included: 

(1) career-education projects for educationally dis- 
advantaged adults; ^ 
' (2) adult right-to-read programs that design and 
demonstrate adult basic education models; 

(3) projects for improving State-administered adult 
education services; and^ 

(4) renewal of some projects funded in fiscal year 
1973.

National Advisory Council on Adult Education 

The National Advisory Council on Adult Educa- 
tion operates under provisions of Public Law 91-230, 
as amended, title III of the Adult Education Act, 
section 311. The Council consists of 15 members^* 
including a chairman and vice chairman, an4 operates 
throu^ working cdmmittees. The Councjl advises the 
Commissioner of Education on general regulations 
and policy "in the administration of the adult educa- 
tion title. The Council also advises OE' on policies 
and procedures governing the approval of State pl^ns, 
ensures the coordination of adult education programs 
under the title; and examines other jfrograms offering 
adult-education activities and services. The legislative 
charge to the Council includes a review of the 
administration and effectiveness of adult-education 
prograi;ns sponsored under the title, recommenda- 
^tions* and an'annilal report to the President. lo fiscal 
year 1974, the Council developed a publication, • 
entitled, i4 Target Population in Adult Education,^ 
which provides evidence of the education, work, and 
economic needs- of a large proportion of the nation's 
adult population. ^-

FIVE YEARS OF ADULT BASIC EbUCATION. 

FISCAL YEARS 1970-74 ^ ^ 



This section presents a summary of statistics for the 
past 5 Federal fiscal years. Data for this section, and 
for the entire publication, come from aimual prograxo 
■reports submitted by the States and other areas. 

In, these 5 years, ^ 3.7 million . persons received 
training under the Ad^lt Education Act, as shown in 
table 1. Enrollments in the past several years were 
hi^er than in fiscal years 1970, and 1971. Ovef 
t)ne-rourth of the participants during the 5-y«ar period 
1^70-74 were recorded for 1974. • * 

Women have consistently provided the majority of 
those served by .adult basic education programs, with 
onl^^ight deviations from year to year. 



*As mighty be anticipated, since the 1972 amend- 
rnents/to the Act made persons between 16 and 18 
^ eligible for enrollment in federally aided programs, 
the perceatage • of those Under 2^5 has been 
increasing. The largest cumulative d§clin§ in pro* 
portion of participants is for those aged 35 to 54. 
This decline also reflects the fact tfiat many in this 
a~^e bracket may have already been served by the 
program. , ^ 

As the form for reporting fiscal data was- 
changed, no attempt has been made to compare 
data for 1974 with those from earlier years.

V ^ Statistics in this section Vverr obtained from the 
Adult Basic Education program report for fiscal year 
1974. Each State or ojher area files this form annually 
with the U.S. Office of Education (OE) througli its 
appropriate regional olTice. 

As was. sho\^ in table 1, in fiscal year 1974 adult 
education programs funded under Ptiblic Law 9*1-230 
served over 965,000 persons, an increase of 17.3 

^percent over the 822,000 participating in fiscal year 
1973_^ Several States accounted for a highj^ercentage of , 
the enrollment. These .included C^lifo'mia, witlf - 
100,677, Florida, with 86,873, and Texas, with 74,149 
en'rollees. These totaled over 261,000 an'd probably, 
included a high proportion of the 236,000 participants 

^f Hispanic origin, as -indicated in table 2. Both the 
Carolinas, North Carohna with 56,532 and*South 
Carolina with 71,983 participants^ reported con- 

^sidergtiiy higher enrollments than many larger States,, 
such gs NewY^rk with 44,752 and llhnois with 21,759 
participants. 

Minority-group hiembers have been a particular .

Rather tHan change data at NCES in order to 
make all tables add to the same jiational totals, 
information ^is presented as provided by the States 
and other areas. To illustrate tliis point, in the above 
summajy of* data by minority group ^tatust tlie 
column totals are '82Q,281 and ,955,218. These are 
J.OO percent different from the 822,469 and 1.01 
percent different (rom the 965,116 reported by the 
States on their summary form. Wfth the second-year^ 
use of the new Tepor^ifig foFm, the' size and fre-. 
quency of these discrepancies should be reduced. 

Utali did not enter dat^in the detail cells of the 
survey form, only totals were provided. 

Chart 2 and tablT 4 present information on the 
ages of persons* enrolled in adult basic education 
programs in fiscal year 1974. The , two. largest' ^g^

Two charts present details on enrollment in adult , 
basic'^educatioh \>y 'age and rj3ce/ethnicity..ln chart 3^ 
the relative participation by age is shown by the five 
basic raceVethnicity groups.. In every group but Ori-, 
enfal, the largest niifn^er^of^panicipan^ts were from 
age group 16-24. The Second largest f6r all gcoups, 
except Orierftal (where it is Ia/gest)-came from those 
^aged 2$-3'4. Tlius,' rates for faaial/ethnic groups 
tended to ^correlate with nationatftotals. Table 4 
sjiows the , proportion of^tptal enrollment 'in adult 
basK^education from each racial/ethnic group.

Students who left the pro- 
gram during the fiscal >ear bv*causc they compleied Ihe iniermedi:ite 
or advanced levels should r.ol be tou'ntcd as^ separations but as con> 
plction^. Count sci>arations one t^ne only, -^or o.-^niple, a female 
who separates because she has a biby-sjttnig*probl-*ni may bb siid to 
have a family problem. However, it is more accurate and useful to 
report her separation once undei "child care problems.**

^which mayj)e amenable to State and/or l edcral innucncc. Tor exam- 
ple, if heaJfli problems'show up significantly in ^i f*ven ^te as a 
ttason for separations, the State iidministtator wight^encjaurapc curri- 
qilum of personal health care, hygiene and nutntion. Tlie total 
figure reported in Table 2, Part A, Une 4, Column (d) should ^igrec 
exactly with the total reported in Part B, Item 13. 

Until such time as sppcial definitions hav^^becn developed ftr mea- 
suring adult performance levels, "Bepnning" level (to conform with 
ccttstiS data) is equivalent to Grades 1-4. "Intermediate" is equivalent 
to Grades 5-8. "Advanced" is equivalent to 0radcs>12.

It serves 
the Office of Educalioit by providing a standardized data-coUectioif 
format for use by all States. The collected inforni^tion is used to 
publish reports and ^pond to inquiries. More importantly, the re- 
port is \»sed as a program tool for the Office of Hducation to assess 
the impact of adult education at the State, Rc«!ional and National 
levels. Such information provides a basis for changes in National 
pofiey, redirection of resources, and provision of various forms of 
assistance to States. 

The first table is concerned with various characteristics of the popula- 
tion served, the second table with instructianal levels and participant 
separations, the third table with number of participants by location 
of classes and number, of day and evening clas^^ by location 
fourth table is related to ^affinp patterns of paid Stnte and iotal

included in the report, {Where no reliable figures arc available, the 
appropriate spaces in the reporting tables should he lined through./ 

To make iKe best possible use of tlm information system the State 
Administrator should insist upon tnnely and accurate reporting ot 
data from local jurisdictions For Federal purposes, a signed oricmal 
and two copies of the report should reach the IIHW Regional Olfice 
no later than November 1.
